AS in previous years, the Christ­ 
mas hopes of believers in Santa 
Claus lrom many sections of th© 
country lay burled In the postof­ 
fice of this hamlet. 
Despite efforts of postal work­ 
ers to intercept Santa Claus let­ 
ters, some of them Invariably land 
here. 
They are forwarded after 
Christmas to the dead letter of­ 
fice in Washington. 
The village was given its unique 
name by German toy makers, who 
settled here 
three-quarters of a 
century ago.

Four years ago n black-haired, 
ruddy, 
husky young 
coal mine 
manager took the oath of office 
and became sheriff of Williamson 
County. 
Th* other 
day 
G e o r g e 
Galligan, gray-haired and wrinkled, 
"obi” at 38. relinquished bis badge 
and keys. 
Today he is a prisoner 
of Oren Coleman, 
the man who 
succeeded him in office. 
While Galligan 
was in ofiice 
Herrin became known around the 
world as a synonym for bloods led 
and lawlessness. 
There are many 
who blame Galligan. 
There are 
many who defend him. saying no 
officer of the law' could have cope i 
with the circumstances. 
Galligan was elected to office by 
a majority of thousands, but in 
less than year began the agita- 


ing alleged Increase In liquor traf­ 
fic. 
A petition to the governor 
was circulated, but nothing came 
of it. 
Then came the organization of 
the Ku Flux Flan under S. Glean 
Young as dry raider. 
Wholesale 
raids were made independent of 
Gulligan’s office, and the evidence 
was turned over to the federal! 
courts. 
The activities of the Flan I 
led to the formation of the Knights 
of the Flaming Circle, an anti-Ulan 
organization, and 
a bloody clash 
which occurred between the two 
organizations 
at Herrin 
on the 
night of February 8, 1924, result­ 
ed in the second effort to get rid 
of Galligan. 
During 
a 
shooting 
affray 
be­ 
tween klan and anti-klan, a klan 
constable was killed, John Lay­ 
man, GalUgan’s chief deputy was 
wounded, 
and 
Galligan 
himself 
was kidnaped by klansmen. 
Gal­ 
ligan and laym an had attended 
a meeting which was broken up 
by the klan. 
Galligan 
spent two 
weeks in 
jails in Herrin and Urbana before 
he was finally reinstated in the 
sheriff’s ofiice. 
Meanwhile Maj. 
Gen. Milton J. Foreman was sent 
into the county in command of I,* 
OOO national guardsmen. 
In con­ 
junction with Foreman a citizens’ 
committee undertook 
to festore 
order. 
Galligan agreed to the dis­ 


missal of 
his deputies and the 
naming of new deputies by the cit­ 
izens’ committee, the law enforc- 
ment to be*- placed in the hands of 
the 
new 
deputies. 
This 
system 
worked for a short time, and then 
friction developed. 
Following another outbreak at 
Herrin, wdien six men were killed, 
Galligan 
was prevailed upon to 
take a leave of absence. 
After 
two or three months, however, he 
decided to corno back. 
He fired 
all the 
deputy sheriffs but one, 
and appointed 
others. The re­ 
maining deputy 
resigned. 
From 
then on, no one disputed Galligan’s 
right to be sheriff. 
One more attempt was made to 
"get” 
Galligan, 
however. 
This 
lime murder was planned. 
One 
night the sheriff, at the jail in 
Marion, received a telephone call 
from 
St. Louis. 
A voice 
said, 
“This is Bernie Shelton. 
Don’t 
leave 
the 
jail 
tonight. 
They’re 
trying to get you at midnight.” 
A few minutes before midnight 
the sheriff received a call. 
The 


man calling said there was sont^l 
trouble out in the county. 
The 
sheriff disregarded the call. There 
was no report of any trouble made 
next morning and Galligan says 
he owes his life to Shelton, one 
of the three brothers who are now 
charged with the Collinsville mail 
robbery, and whose war against 
Charley Birger and his follower* 
present the biggest problem for 
the new sheriff. 
Galligan plans 
to resume 
his 
Job as mine manager at the Dale 
mine near Herrin, but the persons 
responsible for the murder indict­ 
ment evidently have other plans. 
Williamson looks 
to the new 
sheriff to deliver it from the throes 
of the gang war between the rival 
Sheltons and Birgers, whicft has 
kept the county in an uproar and 
has thrown the wet and dry, klan 
and anti-klan issues into the scrap 
heap.

A Sale Is Simple Matter 
The com pletion of a sale cm th e 
stock exchange Is really a sim ple

If no offer of sale is Torthcom* I 
lng at this figure, there usually i 
Is one a t a price slightly abovo it. j 
This offer m ay be taken or set 
aside tem porarily.

"T rading" Explained. 
If the sale is com pleted, a t th a t 
tim e there is no actual delivery o f 1 
anything other than a m em oran-f 
durn, with each party in the tran s­ 
action m aking out his own memo.

Brown, three Individual m em bers 
of the exchange, can do business | 
together m uch faster if they do

How Stock Is Listed 
The average trader, or custom er 
of a broker, does not expect or! 
w ant actual delivery of the stock 
into his own hands. 
M ost traders 
do not expect to hold possession 
of stock over a long period of time. 
They seek quick 
turnover and 
sm all profit, often buying and sell­ 
ing in the 
sam e issue 
several 
tim es in the sam e day. 
Tho shares 
of stock 
aud the 
bonds which are traded on an ex­ 
change are "adm itted to trading" 
only after stric t exam ination by 
the 
mem bers 
of 
the 
exchange. 
The stock is listed a t the request 
of the officers 
of the company, 
who m ust agree to th e ru les of 
the exchange concerning the m ak­ 
ing public at stated intervals the 
financial 
condition of 
tho com ­ 
pany. 
To give som e idea of tho im­ 
m ense volume of business listed 
for 
trading on 
the New 
York 
Stock exchange, the following fig­ 


ures are cited: 
On Jan. I, 1926, 
there w ere listed a total of 491,- 
615,837 shares, which had a total 
m arket value a t th a t tim e of $34,- 
489,227,125. 
The par value of all bonds list­ 
ed on the exchange w as $36,995,- 
089,553. 
These bonds had a m ar­ 
ket value a t th a t tim e of $35,509,- 
211,458. 
The rapid increase In the sell­ 
ing price of 
exchange m em ber­ 
ships is explained by the fact th a t 
the num ber of seats is lim ited, and 
m ore and m ore firm s are eager to 
b« able to deal w ith the organiza­ 
tion because of the growing num ­ 
ber of Investors in America, with 
the resultant increase in broker­ 
age business. 
The largest exchange is in New' 
^ ork, of course. 
T here also are 
im portant ’changes 
In 
Philadel­ 
phia, Chicago, San Francisco, Bos­ 


ton, St. Louis and other cities.
